The motion to receive the repdrt of Com- 
mittee of the Whole upon the resolution to 
be incorporated in the Bill authorizing the 
Government to purchase Municipal Deben 


tures issued to provide money for drainage | 


works, occupied the attention of the House 
during the greater part of the afternoon 
sitting. ‘By'a verbal amendment Mr. H. 
§. Macdonald sought to limit the power of 
the Government so that money repaid by 
tho municipalities should not be re-invest: 
ed, but lapse to the Ounsolidated Fund. 
Mr. McKellar defended the resolution, 
He pointed out that there was an advan: 
tage in the municipalities being able to re- 
gard yhis asa permanent fund, and that, 
as only, $20,000 could be issued to any one 
township,and not only the improved lands, 
but all the other lands in the township, 
would be pledged for its repayment, the 
security would bé absolute, whilst tne bene- 
fit to the country would be incalculavle, 
Mr. McKollar had been the means of in 
troducing the Drainage clauses into the 
the Municipal Act ten years ago, and he re- 
ferred with great satisfaction to the results 
which had attended the policy of which he 
was the author, 
_ Mr, E. B. Wood disagreed with the loan 
of money to municipalives, fearing a fresh 
crop of municipal indebtedness as trouble- 
some as that which originated with the 
Municipal Loan Fund. He would prefer 
the Government undertaking tle work; 
rather than allowing the municipalities to 
erform it themselves, and also that the 
gislature should control any re-invest- 
ments. His view was that they should see 
more clearly what the financial position of 
the Province would be before plaging so 
large a sum to the account of Drainage 
Works. Mr, Lauder, while generally agree: 
ing with the previous speaker, thought that 
yery few municipalities would ayail them 
selves of the privilege. Mr, McKellar 
showed that so highly did municipalities 
appreciate the importance of drainage opera: 
tions that the county of Kent had expend- 
ed $200,000 for this purpose without ask 
ing for a cent from the Government. He 
knew by experience that the work could be 
done far cheaper by the njunicipalities than 
by the Government, In his own township 
$40,000. to $50,000 had been frittered away 
on the system, and with comparatively lit- 
tle advantage. He then explained that he 
was only re-enacting the Bill of last year. 
No new principle or proposal was involved 
in the measyre, but the former Bill needed 
one oc two amondments, and he had prey 
ferred, in order to preyent confusion, to 
reenact the whole, Hence the necessity 
for the resolution before the House, which 
otherwise would not haye been called upon 
to discuss it at all. 
Mr. Stephen Richards was opposed to 
lending money to municipalities, and 
thonght that, in the event of any ‘diffi 
culty arising, political influence would be 
‘brought to beat upon the Government. 
He preferred the money should be advanced 
to individuals. He went on to refer 
to the Drainage Act of tlie Sandfield 
Macdonald Administration in laudatory, 
terms, but was stopped by Mr. McKellar, 
who showed him he was but ill-acquainted 
with the details of that statute. Mr, Rich 
urds then diverged into an irrelevant effurt 
to convict Mr. McKellar of political incon- 
sistency, his remarks referred to a Bill not 
yet before the House, and with the pro- 
visions of which he wag not acquainted, 
The Attorney-General shawéd how the 
matter had come before the House at the 
present time, and pointed out that, last 
year, the clause now assailed had passed 
through all its stages without the slightest 
opposition, He argued that the mischief 
arising out of the Municipal Loan Fund 
was caused by the amounts advanced being 
unlimited and greatly in excess ‘of the 
means of repayment In the preseht case 
the loan would represent the merest fraction 
of the resources at the command of the 
.| municipality benefited. Although the Bill 
t gave power to the Government to reinvest 
moneys, it wonld he possible for the House 
tostop in at any time and reverse the pro, 
t | sent policy.

The Drainage Appropriation. 


— 


Tt has been for many years recognized 
that the Government should extend, as 
far as possible, aid to Municipalities to 
enable them to drain waste lands. Some 
years ago, the present Commissioner of 

“Public Works, himself @ practical agri- 
culturist, introduced aclause into the Mu- 
“nicipal Act to that end, and from time 
to time, he had the provisions of the law 
in that respect amonded. The laté Sand- 
field Macdonald Goyernment, following 
up this principle, made a special proyi- 
sion of $200,000 for that purpose, taking 
the power to enter townships and expend 
whatever amount they thought proper, 
within the limit prescribed, by the law, 
and to tax the township for such expen- 
diture. Whether a farmer desired his 
lands drained or not, the Government, 
us we understand the law, could cause 
the drains to be cut, the cost to be 
made chargeable aguinst the property. 
Last Session, the Government of Mr. 
Blake, under the adyice and action of 
Mr. McKellar, passed a Bill changing 
the mode of appropriating this mcney, 
which met with the approval of the whole 
House. There was no dissenting voice, 
and the Ast went into effect. But it 
was found that municipalities did not 
understand expressions made use of in 
the Act, which were perfectly plain to 
legal gentlemen and those acquainted 
with Statute Jaw ; such for instance, as 
reference to 35 Victoria, and 19th Vic- 


toria, and in consequence, several ut- |) 


tempts had been made to take advantage 
of this Act, without effect. The By-laws 
being wrongly drawn they were inopera- 
tive, and the projects fell through. To 
remedy this evil, the Hon. Mr. McKellar 
introduced the Act again this Session, 
without changing a single feature of the 
Bill, except so far as was necessary to 
simplify its provisions and make it plain 
to the most ordinary reader. But the 
dearth of grounds of complaint aguinst 
tho measures of the Government, and the 
ignorance that prevailed in regard to the 
former Act, led the Opposition to attack 
this Bill of Mr. McKellar’s as though 
it were a new Bil’, which, indeed, from 
the leader down, they all seemed to re- 
gard it, and a host of exceptions were 
taken to its provisions—one of which 
wus dignified with the character of an 
amendment. The result was a long dis- 
cussion, an exhibition of the utter bar 
renness of the Opposition, and the final 
passage of the Bill without altera‘ion or

vince are not only a considerable propor- 
tion of the whole lands of the townships, 
but are generally the most valuable lands 
of the whole, ‘Todrain these lands ef- 
fectuully requires a systematic effort often 
extending through a whole range of 
country ; and hitherto there has heen no 
means of securing this object. Notonly 
was there no legal provision to compel 
tho unthrifty farmer to assume bis pro 
portion of the cost of the general work ; 
but money could not be procured at a 
rate of interest within the possibility of 
the investment and hence this land has 
heretofore gone to waste, This Act re- 
moves both these difliculties and gives 
ample time to secure means of payment 
from the benefits to be derived from the 
inveetment, while at thesame time the 
Government secures for the use of their 
monies the same interest that they wuld 
receive were they left to the credit of the 
Public Treasury in the Bank.

sum of money for these purposes, Mr. 
Richards thought it would result in an- 
othor Municipal Loan Fund failure ; but 
it was shown that no possible danger of 
this kind could exist from ‘he small

Unqualified Reeves Acting as Ma- 
gistrates. 


As we have been asked to point out in 
what part of the Statutes of Ontario the 
section could be found, permitting—in di- 
rect contradiction of a preceding section— 
Reeves to act as justices of the peace with- 
out property qualification to the usual 
amount, we give the section as it appears in 
Wills’ Compilation of the Municipal Acts 
of Ontario,—published in 1870—paye 132, 
and numbered sec. 358 :— 

‘* Justices of the peace for any town shall 
have the same property. qualification, and 


take the same oaths as other justices of the 
peace, but no warden, mayor, recorder, por

All betting was 
objectionable, but it was necessary that 
they should take care not to create the

My. Merrick testified to the great teny 
dency of betting at elections, and as the 
principle of the Bill was admitted to be 
sound he thought it ought to go to a 
Select Committee. Mr. Cameron did not 
think that Mr, Fraser's argument should 
have convinced any one who considered 
the principal of the Billa good one. He 
thought it should be read a second time 
and he referred to a Select Committee, 
Mr. Fraser again pointed out chat the ob- 
ject of the Bill was not to enforce purity 
but to destroy yotes. He charged Mr, 
Macdonald with personal participution in 
an election bet of eight hundred dollars, 
This was only a partial measure, and should 
not be allowed to go on the Statute Book, 
Mr, Lauder supported the Bill. Mr. Mc 
Kellar said it was very refreshing to see so 
much apparent zeal for the suppression of 
bribery and corruption on the other side of 
the House. He reminded honorable gen- 
tlemen that the men they had supported at 
Octawa had,last year,voted down measures 
to put down bribery and corruption. Hente 
the gross bribery at the late elections, 
There was no sincerity in the pretended 
zeal of the Opposition. He was opposed to 
bribery or to wagering, but could not un- 
derstand men who support bribery of the 
grossest kind in one place professing so 
much eagerness to put it down in another, 
Mr. Coyne attacked the Government for 
opposing the Bill, with so.ue asperity,and 
regretted they would not let it go to a 
second reading. 

Mr, Sinclair regretted the great extent 
to which bribery was carried at the late 


the ill that was introduced into the 
British House of Commons by Dr. Dalrym- 
ple, which was substantially that any per- 
son who was in consequence of drink, inca 
pable of controlling himself should be held 
to be an habitual drunkard. The reason 
why jurisdiction was given to the Surrogate 
Court in his Bill was that it was obviously 
desirable the remedy should be cheap, and 
at men’s doors, if it was to meet the wants 
of the class most interested in the contem- 
plated legislation, ‘The principle difficulty 
wou'd be that the law would not be enforced 
with safficient stringeacy, and so there need 
be no fear that any man’s liberty would be 
wrongfully interfered with. The motion 
for the second itading having been second- 
ed by Mr, Deroche, Mr. Cameron criticisec 
the Bill, and maintained in conclusion that 
it weuld be inoperative. Mr. Prince con: 
tended that drunkeness could not be stop- 
ped by Act of Parliament, and Mr, E. B. 
Wood doubted whether the Bill before the 
House would do much good. In Mr, De- 
roche’s opinion if no result followed trom 
the introduction of the Bill but this debate 
it would not haye been introduced in vain. 
He supported the Bill. Mr, Galvin could 
not believe but that something could be 
done in the way of legislation, and, in the 
course of a racky speech, pointed to its own 
island, which he described as being govern- 
ed by himself 10 a truly paternal fashion, 
as au instance of what could be done by a 
repressive policy. 

Mr. Farewell thought all the evil was 
traceable to the moderate drinker, but yet 
gave his strong support to the Bill as being 
a step in the right direction. Mr, Grange 
spoke at length on the samo side.

On Saturday morniog Mrs, Love any 
nouncéd her intehtion fo “spend Sanday 
with some relatives in North Bridgewater, 
and seemed pleased at the prospect. She 
had been thrown out of work by the No- 
vember fire, and had been compelled to 
apply herself closely to the work of obtain- 
ing casual employment, so that a holiday 
soomed peculiarly acceptable. She return- 
ed home at one o’slock, and, after a few 
moments’ conyersation, commenced to 
dress herself and child for the journey. 

At two o'clock the door-bell rang, and soon 

afterward her husband entered ‘the room. 

Nobody was present except Mr. aud Mrs. 

Love, the child Grace, and a young lady 

who shared the chamber with Mrs. L, 

This Jady states that, at first, she declared 

her willingness to go oat, but that she 

finally reinained in acquiescence a re- 
quest of her communion. Love, who 

*‘seemed,” in her own language, ‘to act 
strangely,” approached his wife, and, with 
out preliminary coliversation, asked her to 
Cra sae pas live with him. This she 

eclined to do, and.a divorce was t- 
od, andthe wife aalaitheesee ala ee ees 
ter that they should’ be separated legally. 
Love then asked if, in such an éyent, ho 
agreed to leaye the child with her that he 
could see the little ‘one when he wished. 
To this Mrs. Love assented, and the con- 
yersation substantially ended, and she con- 
tinued her preparation of the child to take 
away with her to Bridgewater. 

When this was done Mr, Loye took the 
little girl in his arms and started to go 
down stairs, followed by his wifo and her 
lady companion, Passing around the cor- 
ners of the entry co the right, Mr. Love 
entered the kitchen, stil) hol/ling the child 
in his arms. He stood against the wall of 
the room, Mrs, Hunt and three other la- 
dies were there in conversation. Mrs. Lovo 
entered and bid them all ‘ good:bye,” 
when somebody asked, ‘*Can’t you kiss us 
good-bye, Gracie.” 

The little girl attempted to get down from 
her father’s arnt, but he refused to allow 
her to do so, Walking around the room, 
ho stooped before each individual, and the 
kisses were given on her part and returned. 
Apprehension werd’ excited that ho might 
entertain an idea of kidnapping the cbild ; 
but, after he had completed his walk about 
the kitchen, he returned to the door-way 
aud stood, for a moment, moétiouléss. Snd- 
donly turning around, he strode into the 
ontry, from whonco,almost instantaneously, 
the report of a pistol was heard. There 
was a quick movement front tho kitchen, 
and, to the horrer of the spectators, the 
body of little Gracie was found upon its face 
with blood pouring from her right ear. Her 
father reat not be seen. The child was taken

Mr, FB. B, Wood then moved for all 
papers relating to tho land claim of the 
Gontral Canada Railway Company, To 
wont at somo length into the history of 
this claim, which is for 342,000 ucres of 
land and arises out of a grant mado so 
long since as 1856, as an encouragement 
to a Company formed to construct a rail- 
way from Quebeco to Lake Huron, The 
Central Canada is ono of the Companies that 
succeeded to the rights and obligations of 
the original undertaking. The road on 
which it claims the grant is the section 
from Ottawa to Curleton Place, Mr.Scott, 
the present Crown Lands Commissioner, 
was formorly the representative of the Bug: 
lish capitalists who haye sunt a yory lnige 
gum in the road and conducted the negotia- 
tions between the Company an.t the late 
Government of Mr, Sandfield Maclonald 
with respect to this claim, Shortly before 
Mr, Sandfie\d Macdonald was defeated and 
forced to resign he had ugrevd to test the 
question ina court of Jaw,and in pursuance 
of that agreemont the cave was lately tried 
pbofore Vice-Chancellor Strong, who gave 
judgment in the Company's favour, ‘The 
point raised by Mr, Wood was whether, 
seeing the original graut was for a great 
national onterprise of extraordinary magnii 
tude, it was ever intended that a partial 
fulfilment of the original obligation should 
receive in proportion to its extent the same 
large amount of assistance, 

Mr, Scott pointed out that although only 
a small portion of the original line was at 
present constructed in Ontario, in Quebec, 
owing to the liberality of the Government 
of that Province, some three hundred miles 
were already under contract. And he 
showed that it was owing to the policy of 
Mr. Sandficld Macdonald, who was bitterly 
hostile to the Company, that a portion of 
the line would now traverse the north shore 
of the Ottawa, in Quebec, instoad of somo 
Ontario counties that were left without 
railway facilities. He also explained that 
the railway did not {terminate at Carleton 
Place, but was pushed forward to Renfrew, 
the intervening section having been aided 
from the Railway Fund.

an appeal to the Court of Error and Appeal, 
seeing how large an interest the Province 
had in the matter. Mr, Rykert—without 
waiting, as Mr. Scott had suggested, for 
the papers, which would explain the whole 
case—declared that every conceivable legal 
means should be taken to test the claim. 
He would go, not only to the Court of Ap: 
peal, but, if their decision were in favour 
of the Company, to the Judicial Committee 
of the Privy Council. 

In reply to a personal reference _ Mr, 
Scott stated that as soon as he became a 
member of the Goyerninent, he had resign- 
ed the solicitorship of the Company and 
disposed of all his interest init. He also 
reminded Mr, Rykert that a majority of 
Ontario members in the late Dominion 
House of Commons had voted in favor of 
the Company’s claim. Mr. H, S. Macdon: 
ald thought there should bo no appeal ex- 
cept for good cause. It was of the utmost 
importance to attract cupital from abroad 
to this country, and that would not bo en- 
couraged but repelled by any appearance 
of bad faith. The delay in this matter had 
already been mischievous, He agreed with 
the Comniissioner that it was only reason- 
able they should withhold any expression 
of opinion until the papers were before 
them. 

The Attorney.General said tho case of 
the Crown had been argued by one of the 
most eminent counse: of the Common Law 
Bar, and two equally eminent members of 
tho Equity Bar. He had arranged for a 
consultation with those gentlemen in order 
to ascertain whether they felt that an ap- 
peal was But he certainly 
would not appeal merely to create delay. 
He also mentioned that the section of the 
road on which the claim had arisen was 
built on the advice of English Counsel, who 
held that it would comply with the terms 
of tite original grant. 

The papers were then agreed to, and the

The Franchise.

Thegreataspirationof the day is ‘towards 
purity of elections, The experience of 
the past few years, say & decade and & 
half, has been most galling, Our com- 
paratively unsophisticated people have 
not learned to philosophize complacently 
ef corruption in high places as others 
have done. They have seen that our 
Franchiso, which is the approved mode 
of consulting the public voice, has been 
prostituted and rendered useless to the 

*end ofits adoption. They have looked 
on aghast, not knowing where to turn 
or whom to consult for remedy. Had 
history and the experience of living men 
not bred a wholesome fear of Oligaichy, 
who can doubt that a concentration of 
power in « few hands would have been 
thought of and turned to with the en 
thusiasm new systems usually attract. 

Like the fabled worm encircled with fire, 
after searching anxiously for « means of 
escape they were not exactly prepared 
to lay down and scorch to death ; but to 
make the best wriggle possible and abide 
the issue——not content that they had 
comecuct w remedy ; but per force of cir- 
cumstances, conyiaced that they had done 

the best they could in the mean time. 

This was the position of Ontario before 

and after the recent improved election 
law was passed. Tt was better than the 
old law; better than any existing law 
anywhere, and there was thankfulness 

that public opinion could give them the 
best ; but not perfect yet, asin evidence 
the several trials of contested elections 
before the judges. England opened the 
door for something new. Had the pa 
rent land not opened the door by passing 

a ballot bill—thus removing the ban 

from a system that our contiguity to the 

great republic of the world had made 
odious, because it prevailed there, it may 
not be surmised what degree of pe. fection |™ 
the open-yoting system might have been 
carried to.

His argu’ 
ment, however, vas to a large oxtent 
founded on the erroneous notion that the 
Costigan Act disqualified members of the 
House of Commons from sitting in Locai 
Assemblies, whereas it simply requires 
that they shall not be members of the lati 
tor at rhe time of their election to the former. 
In that there was, therefore, nothing to 
prevent Messrs. Blake snd Mackenzie 
being reelected to the Local Assembly as 
soonas their elections to the Commons were 
oyer. 

Mr. Cameron went on to assert that what 
he designated as a grossly unconstitutional 
proceeding was prompted only by a desire 
to serve the interests of a party.

Roufrew Mercury comes to hand in deep 
mourning and full particulars—being the 
evidence taken before a Coroner's inquest, 
The Council of the Corporation passed a 
resolution of condolence to Mrs, McAdam 
and family. Mr, W. Tierney, brother of 
the deceased, details the early circumstun- 
cos of the fire as follows :— 

He left the store abont 9 o'clock the 
night before the fire, aud proceeded to 
Kelly's hotel, where he had some business 
to transact with Mr, Ellis, of Pukenham. 
This detained him until between half-past 
ton and eleven v'clock, when he returned 
The rest of the family had retired, 
and as he was generally the last up, he, as 
usual, closed the house np, first looking 
round to see that all was right and safe, 


home. 


He went to bed and was awakened, as near 
as he cat say, about half-past fonro'clock 
by a‘ click, click, click” sort of noise, 
which he believes was made by the shingles 
of the store house taking fire. He aprang 
out of bed, waking up the boy,—Patrick 
Barrie, a brother inlaw of Mr. James Tier- 
ney—who stept in the same room with him 
on the third flat—and said as there was then 
a little smoke in the room that tho house 
was on fire, He rushed down stairs and as 
he passed his brother's bed:r,om, opened 
the door, and toll them the house was on 
fire.

Death ofa Canadiin in Minnesota.

We shall. not be wise in this country 
if we do not improve by the experience | 
of our neighbors across the line. There 
may be a great many things we do not 
reqnire to learn of them, a few of which 
because we have already acquired a tol- 
erable understanding of their power and 
application and nota few others from 
which kind heaven preserve us; but 
there are other matters that we may 
watch carefully to avoid them, for while 

—* the ayerage Canadian is quite a different 
species of humanity from the apt and 
unserupulous Yankee, he learns fast and 
hides adroitly from his, fellows. The 
New York city “Ring” was a fruitful 
source of exemplary consideration ; but 
it pales into insignificance to us in view 
ofexisting circumstances in the face of 
the “redit Mobilier frauds that are every 
day exhibiting new evidences of rascality. 
The idea we want to kee) in view is the 
possibility of great financial combinations 
obtaining control of the Legislation of 
the country for special purposes. The 
history of the Credit Mobilier scheme is 
one that every Canadian should study, 
seeing that we'too have a Pacific railway 
to build; but the details in which it is 
wrapped are so teJious that it is im 
possible for us to explain it fully in 
these columns. It will, therefore, suffice 
to say that it'was a scheme of capitalists 
to defraud the Government, first by get- 
ting hold of a gigantic rail vay enterprise 
(the Union Pacific); and secondly, by 
corrupting the Legislature to obtain in 
the interests of the railway, large grants 
of lands and monies which were forthwith 
put totheir own usé. The great battle 
of the day isa battle of money. The 
combination of capitalists for great pro- 
jects may be proper—may be necessary 
indeed ; but such combinations must al- 
ways be watched. The idea that money 
will buy anything widely prevails, and 
has been proved toa demonstration in 
the union adjoiningus.. It has bought 
elections, judges, juries, and Legislators 
—hbought them, not to do right, but to 
do wrong, to violate sacred obligations 
and frustrate the ends of justice and the 
sense of truth. “What has been done 
may be done again” is another wide. 
spread aphorism not wholly without 
‘warrant, “Every man has his price” 
may be denied by bucolic writers; but 
theories and personal assumption have 
been controverted by facts in history 
and experience with individuals. Sir 
Hugh Allen played what we would not 
like to call a “sharp” game when he got 
possession of the right to build a rail-

The Session of the House on Tuesday 
was almost wholly occupied with 
what is known as the “Proton out- 
rago” slander, And as we cannot give 
the debate, we propose to inflict upon 
our readers a column of particulars. In 
the spring of 1871, when the present 

ouse was elected, Alderman Dickey, 
of the city of Toronto, contested South 
Grey with the present member, Mr. 
Lauder, Previous to that date, the 
Sandfield Macdonald Government, in 
pursuance of a resolution of the House, 
bad resolved to make certain remissions 
on lands in that and other Counties pur- 
chased from the Crown during years 
previous, at rates which subsequent ex- 
perience had rovealed to be exorbitant. 
For the purpose of arriving at the amount 
of remissions in each case, several “ lanu 
valuators” were employed, and a man 
named Lewis was so employed in the 
township of Proton, in the county in 
question. This man had gone oyer this 
township and yalued the land of a large 
nuwber of settlers, haying with him a 
certain black covered book, in which he 
had made minutes of the several cases 
that came before him. He afterwards 
left Proton and went to the County of 
Norfolk, in the same interest, and had 
finished his work in that county and 
ceased to be in the employ of the Go- 
yernmont, when the election to which 
we allude came on. On the eve of the 
contest between Mr. Dickey and Mr. 
Lauder, this Lewis called upon Mr. Me- 
Kellar, at his hotel, in Toronto, and in- 
quired of him the policy of the new 
Government, (Mr. Blake in the mean- 
time having succeeded Mr. Macdonald 
as leader of the Government.) What 
conversation occurred between Mr. Mc- 
Kellar and Mr, Lewis at this time was 
subsequently shown to be as follows :— 

“That in the coursé of his journey to 
“Grey, Lewis, having gone to Toronto, 
“sought an interview with the Hon. A. 
‘*McKellar, informed hiin that he was on 
“his way to Grey, and enquired of him 
‘what the policy of the Lew Administra-

than 21 votes out a total of 59, 

The resolations finally adopted—set- 
ting forth the whole fucts as above andin 
some respects in greater detail,are as fol- 
lows :— 

That on tho first day of February last, 
this House came to a resolution in the 
words following:—. 

Resolved, That A. W. Lauder, Esquire, a 
member of this House, having stated in his 
place that ho had in his possession certain 
affidavits of John McDowell, John Abbott, 
William Hughes, William Robinson, and 
James May, and a letter from Richard Tud: 
low to the said A. W. Lauder, copies of 
which were published inthe Daily Telegraph 
newspaper in January, 1872, to the effect 
that John W. Lewis during the late election 
in South Grey told some of the electors that 
he was authorized by the Goyernment and 
by the Honorable BE, Blake to make cer 
tain statements and vo give certain pledges, 
a Select Committee be appointed to enquire 
into and to report on, the matters stated in 
thesaid documents, and intc the circum- 
stances connected with the alleged impro: 
per interference of Lewis in the election 
and the authority, on which he s acted, 
such Committee to have power to send for 
-persons, papers, and records, and to report 
the evidence taken hy them, ani that such 
Committee consist of Messrs. Rykert, Par- 
dee, Macdonald (Leeds), Galbraith, Boulter, 
and Prince. 

2, That the said Committee has made a 
report to this House, and has appended 
thereto the evidence taken beforo it, and 
that the said report aud evidence have been 
read at the table. 

3. That from the said evidence it appears 
that Lewis was appointed by the Goyern- 
ment of the late Hon. J. S. Macdonald to 
yalue certain unpatented lands, including 
those situate in the township of Proton, 
and that after he had completed the valua: 
tion of the Proton lands, and left that part 
of the country, and on the 27th November, 
1871, he wrote to Mr. N. Dickey, the Lib: 
eral candidate for South Grey, expressing 
his sympathy with Mr. Dickey’s candida- 
ture, 

4. That afterwards L-wis went to Norfolk 
to yalue some lands there, and from the 
time that he completed his work in Norfolk 
he ceased to be in the pay of the Govern. 
ment, 

6. That subsequently to this the said 
Lewis, at the instance of some supporters 
of Mr, Blake’s Government, agreed to go 
up to Grey in order to assist Mr. Dickey in 
his canvas. 

6. That Mr, Blake knew nothing of the 
arrangement, and had no communication 
whatever with Lewis onthe subject, and 
never authorized him to give any pledge or 
make any statement whatever. 

7. Thatin the course of his journey to 

Grey, Lewis having gone to Toronto sought 
an interview with the Hon. A. McKellar, 
informed him that he was on his way to 
Grey, and enquired of him what the policy 
of the new Administration was as to the 
Proton and other Government lands ; to 
which Mr, McKellar replied that the policy 
of the Government was just what it had 
been when they were on the other side of 
the House, and that it was the intention 
of the Government as te the lands revalued 
to make reductiors wherever it was neces- 
sary to do so. 
8. That Mr. McKellar, gave no pledge 
whatever to the said Lewis, and made no 
statement to him other than that con 
tained in the last preceeding resolution. 

9. That no other member of Mr. Blake’s 
Government had any communication whut. 
ever with the said Lewis on the subject. 

10. That the said Lewis took wich bim to 
Grey, a memorandum book used by him in 
his valurtion of the Proton lands, and 
which he had always retained in his own 
possession, but he did not obtain the valua- 
tion book returned to the Department, or 
any other book in the hands of the Goy- 
ernment. 

11. That while in Grey the said Lewis 
falsely represented to some of the electors 
that he had a pledge from Mr, Blake, that, 
if they supported Mr. Dickey they would 
get the benefit of his yaluation; and to 
some of the electors that he had alike pledge 
from the Government ; and to some of the 
electors that if they did not support Mr. 
Dickey they would be treatec as satisfied 
with the original price of their lands, and 
by such and the like misrepresentation en- 
deavoured unduly to influence the electors, 
and that such conduct is deserving of the 
reprehension. 

14 That Lewis was not authorizod by any 
person to make any such representations,

able to recommend any additional expense, 
considering the Goverument were alvoady 
in possesion uf all the ivformation they 
conld get withoues very large additional 
outlay.

of a coast sottlument oa the north of Geor- 
gian Bay on the way to the Norch west, he 
thought the Commissioner had acted wisely, 

Mr, Boultbee pool:pooed the idea of the 
timber being stulen or destroyed by fire, 
and considered the experience of the Otta- 
wa Valley did nov justify the sale for the 
purpose of settlement. He advocated in: 
creased restrictiond upon the granting of 
timber licenses ; und continued speaking 
after recess in denunciation of the Govern- 
ment for effecting the sale without the ac- 
tion of the Legislature. 

Mr. Wood, of South Victoria, adverted 
to the yreat importance of settlement in 
this country, particularly in view of the 
increased xepresentation Ontario would 
obtain in the Dominion Parliament by an 
increased population. He showed that the 
lumbermen, by employing labour and fur- 
nishing a market for the supplies produced 
ia this country, were active agents in pro: 
moting settlement, They brought into the

assets between Ontario and Quebec. 

Of the surplus debr, Ontario was assutn- 
ed to de diablo: for $5,833,393, and Quobeo 
for $4,666,666; but Mr, Crooks reminded 
the House both Mr. Sandfield macdonald 
and Mr, Wood had alwaya claimed that 
this was subject to very large reductions. 
It had been urged by Mr, Wood that the 
debts duo to the old Province of Canada 
from the Great Western, Grand Trunk, and 
Northern Railways at the time of Confede 
ration were entitied to be regarded as 
chargeable ngainst tho total debt of the 
Provinco, ‘The debts of tho Grand-Trunk 
and Northern, although not at present re- 
coverable, were not entitled to be consider’ 
ed as wholly lost, and Ontario had aright 
to bo considered in any adjustment of those 
outstanding obligations. 

Then, too, against the shure of the debt 
borne by Ontario had to be placed certain 
valuable assets from funds that were strict- 
ly productive in their character. Thero 
was the Upper Canada Grammar School 
‘Pana, $312,796); the Upper Canada Build 
ing Fund, $1,472,391 ; and our shure (five- 
niuths) of the Common School Fund, 
$14,246 ; amounting in the aggregate to 
neatly $2,700,000. Then there had also 
been assigned te Ontario by the award debts 
due on account of several funds,—including 
$6,792,136, of Municipal Loan Fund indebt 
edness—and amounting in the aggregate to 
the nominatevalng of nearly $7,000,000, 
Further than this wére some special funds, 
amounting altogether to’ $032,759. Tt was 
therefore clear that in o final adjustment 
between the Province and the Dominion 


wo might anticipate a vory small ‘bwlance 
of debt would remain against Ontario, 

The next place the Treasurer examined 
tho ordinary sources of the revenue, which 
he estimated as follows: Subsidy and 
specio payment from Dominion, $1,196,872; 
interest from Dominion on special funds 
retained in the hands of the Federal Go: 
yernment, $149,694. But, on tho other 
hand, wo were chargeable with interest on 
tho nsstimed amount of our share in the 


debt, amounting to $291,656, which left a 
net income from the Dominion of $1,0b4,1 
900. From the Crown Lands, timber dues, 
and taxes of all kinds he was safe in calour 
lathig on ‘a revenue of $1,441,000;. whilst, 


from what were known as ‘open accounts,” 
we received about $185,000, making a total

New York, Feb, 24.—A special from 
London says ;—In the considerations that 
induced Amadous to abdicate, the possible 
declaration of a Spanish Republic was nove 
er fora moment contemplated, Lt was a 
completo surprise—a veritable coup de etat, 
Amadeus would not have abdicated had ho 
deemed tho consequence of his act in any 


degroe probable, inasmuch as two Latin na- 
tions—Franco and Spain—having each a 
Republican Government would have an 
enormous influence on the third Latin na- 
tion—thus directly endangering his father’s 
throne, Amadeus abdicated in expectation 
that ho would bo recalled by the army, 
whose sido he has taken against the Minis- 
try. For this he remained in Portugal, 
The artillery officers are all Monarchists, 
all mombers of the old families. Ho be- 
lieved that as he cast away the throne 
rather than act with the Ministry who de: 
termined to humiliate the army, they 
would pronounce in his favor, and he would 
return at their head, his hands being thon 
free from the Constitutional trammels ; but 
he was completely checkmated by the turn 
of events. Apparently it was some suspi- 
cion of this that induced many members of 
the Cortez, not Republicans, to veto 
the royal manoouvre, Amadeus however 
seems not to have relinquished his hope for

Flack was 
equally sure, absolutely positive. All the 
emigrants were smiling, and the captain of 
the Wangerland said _jestingly, ‘Doctor, I 
congratulate you on’ being capable of so 
great a crime,’ and all burst out laughing. 
Wohlebe was released, and I was cold by 
Mr. Harnetw that I was in custody, where, 
upon J made the statement to him of hay 
ing been iJl in London at the time of the 
murder.” z 

The Doctor was somewhat disturbed, but 
as at the time of the murder he was ill in 
his bed at a German hote} in London,a fact 
which could be easily proyed, he supposed 
that he could be subjected merely to atem: 
porary annoyance. He demanded at oncs 
that a telegraph should be sent to London 
to the proprietor of the hote) where he had 
been staying, in order that witness might 
own by the first train to clear him. 
But he little knew the man he had to deal 

with, It was the object of the London de- 
tectives to prove that he was guilty and not 
to show that he might beinnocent,and they 
acted accordingly. Dr. Hessel was kept in 
custody in the town hall in Ramsgate over 
night, and next morning carried a prisoner 
to London. Here he was arraigned at Bow 
street on the charge of murder, and after a 
brief examination of witness the superin- 
ten/lent of police, who had his case in hand, 
applied fora remand, and che Doctor was 
sent to the Clerkenwell House of Detention 
where he was shut up for eight diys. On 
Jan. 29th he was again take to Bow Street, 
when an investigation ocoupying two days 
resulted in proving by the most oyerwhelm- 
ing evidence that he could not by any possi 
bility be guilty of the crime—x fact that the 
police authorities could casily hare ascer- 
tained on tho day of his arrest. 

‘The experiences of this German clergyman 
while in custody were anything but agree- 
able. On his arrival at Bow Street the 
contents of his pockets were taken from 
him, and he was thrust into a cold and per 
fectly dark cell. At Clerkenwell House of 
Detention he was obliged to strip himself 
stark naked for the rnspection of the prison 
doctor, after which he lost his identity as 
Dr, Hessel, and became ‘Number 8,” as 
notified by a badge on his arm; was oxer- 
cised daily with other prieoners, was refus-
